SELF -CHARGE  CIRCULATION  SYSTEM  TEST 


A  check  with  Dorothy  Terhaar,  Noe  Valley,  on  the  Self- Charge 
Circulating  System  is  encouraging.     Although  in  its  first  week,  there  are  signs 
that  having  patrons  fill  out  slips  with  tlieir  names,  addresses,  telephone  num- 
bers, titles  and  authors  of  borrowed  books  has  met  with  little  resistance.  About 
75-/o  of  the  patrons  at  this  branch  are  children  and  they  have  taken  to  the  system 
with  enthusiasm*     One  five  year  old  who  was  able  to  print  her  name  to  get  a 
library  card,  did  need  help  in  filling  out  the  slip.     Teachers^  cards  are  stamped 
the  regular  way  and  kept  in  a  separate  file*     There  are  fewer  mis  slipped 
books,     A  returned  book  is  matched  with  the  number  oa  the  withdrawal  slip 
and  the  transaction  slip;  the  withdrawaJ.  slip  is  destroyed  and  the  books 
immediately  go  back  into  circulation.     The  big  advantage  over  Recordak  is 
not  having  to  get  those  ca  order  to  discovr;r  overdue s.     It  is  too  early 

to  comment  on  the  problems  of  overdues  with  the  s  elf-charge  s  ystem  but  we 
will  report  on  that  when  Iv/Liss  Terhaar  h&s  given  it  a  fair  trial.

Of  Ppecial  Importance 

Recently  we  have  received  several  letters  from  Library  pa- 
trons protesting  about  servicer,  and  particularly  about  the  manner  and 
attitude  in  which  they  were  served  by  members  of  the  staff. 

Considering  the  thousands  of  people  who  use  the  library  within 
a  given  week  (for  example,  a  recent  survey  revealed  that  over  17,000  people 
were  using  the  Main  Library  in  a  sinqle  week)  I  believe  that  both  our  com- 
petency of  service  aad  the  cooperative  and  helpful  manner  of  the  staff  is  at 
a  high  level. 

However,  I  believe  that  we  need  to  maintain  a  continuing  re- 
evaluation  of  hov/  we  might  appear  from  the  public's  side  of  the  desk.  The 
very  manner  in  which  we  glance,  the  tone  and  inflection  of  our  voice,  and 
our  capacity  for  patience  and  genuine  goodwill  are  of  utmost  importance  in 
our  relationships  with  the  public.    Sometimes  it  isn't  what  we  might  say, 
but  the  manner  in  which  the  tone  of  our  voice  gives  expression  to  our 
thoughts*    One  of  tiie  tests  of  a  librariaJi's  full  range  of  skills  is  his  ability 
to  resolve  the  problems  presented  by  those  members  of  the  public  who  pro- 
sent  special  requests,  or  who  are  already  irritated  over  service  problems. 
In  these  instances,  one  must  be  relaxed,  friendly,  yet  lucid  and  clear  in  his 
explanation.    This  is  as  true  over  the  telephone  as  it  is  at  the  desk. 

Each  librarian  should  be  consistent  in  carrying  out  library 
policies  thereby  assuring  the  public  that  concessions  will  not  be  granted  on 
a  personal  basis  in  one  branch  or  department  while  it  is  refused  in  another. 
Wheeler  and  Goldher  states  that  "Customer  satisfaction  is  the  real  test  of 
a  library's  effectiveness",  and  we  should  always  hold  this  uppermost  in 
mind  when  we  are  servicing  the  public,

REGISTRATION  DEPARTI^aENT 

As  a  result  of  a  study  the  following  changes  are  immediately 
effective  in  Registration  procedures: 

la    AU  staif  members  are  to  obtain  regular  library  cards  and 
check  out  books  through  the  usual  procedure  for  all  patrons.    Staff  privileges 
have  been  discontinued. 
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2.     Guarantor  cards  are  eliminated  except  for  persons  under  18* 
years  of  age.    In  c^^C'&fle^e  ^pf?pl.^cant  has  absolutely  no 
adequate  identification,  ha.ve  him  address  a  postal  card  to  his 
current  address  and  4^rh- w^^R'^the  card  when  reccivodo  This 

 »        will  show  proof  of  re-fiitteMrcgisStD  stal  cards  v/ill  be  supplied 

by  the  library  and  po sfage *pa?(t^'^/  the  library.    Stamp  the 
branch  name  or  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  .->jid  have  the 
person  at  the  library  desk  initial  below  the  stamp. 

3,    On  books  returned  by  mail,  fines  for  amounts  under  $1.  00 
will  not  be  figured  and  recorded. 

Effective  aiter  July  1,  1964,  the  Main  Library  will  send  its 
overdue s  printed  from  the  Reader-Printer.    This  machine  scans  Recordak 
film  for  overdues  and  automatically  prints  out  a  copy  of  the  filmed  trans- 
action.   This  allows  tremendous  savings  in  labor  and  space. 

The  Registration  files  are  currently  being  purged: 

1,  All  delinquent  accounts  under  $1C,00  before  1961  are  being 

ab an done do 

2,  All  tax  collector  accounts  mider  $50.  00  before  1961  are 
being  abandoned*    The  tax  collector  files  will  also  be  cleared. 

3,  Applications  over  three  years  old  are  being  cleared. 
Please  clear  your  files  accordingly. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  measures  will  simplify  work  procedures 
and  lighten  the  current  work  burden  in  the  Registration  Department,  so  that 
the  issuing  of  library  cards  and  tlae  typing  of  overdue  accounts  can  be  brought 
up  to  date.

STUDY  OF  MAIN  LIBRARY  BUILDING  FACILITIES 

The  report  prepared  by  CM.  Mohrhardt  and  R.  A.  Ulveling, 
Detroit  library  consultants  together  with  San  Francisco  architect  John  S. 
BoUes,  recommended  that  a  completely  new  x-Aain  Library  be  constructed 
ill  Civic  Center,    Presented  to  the  Library  Commission  June  3rd,  the  study 
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Study  of  iV.'ain  Library  Building  Facilities  -  Cont'd) 

indicated  that  the  present  building  if  remodeled  would  cost  $6.  5  nullion  and 
would  be  a  stopgap  solution  Vv'hich  could  not  get  rid  of  fundamental  architectural 
deficiencies  and  would  be  too  inflexible  for  the  projected  growth  of  library 
service. 

For  a  cost  of  $8,  5  million  an  entirely  new  structure  could  be 
constructed  on  a  new  site  directly  across  Fulton  St.  which  would  correct  the 
deficiencies  of  the  present  facility  (detailed  in  the  109  page  report)  aiid  provide 
for  growth  predicted  to  double  the  collection  to  one  million  volxaxnes  by  1976. 

The  Commissioners  will  further  study  the  report  and  investigate 
community  reaction  to  the  recommendation  before  making  a  recommendation 
as  to  what  source  of  action  the  Library  should  pursue,, 

A  copy  of  the  report  will  be  available  in  the  Staff  Professional 
Librax*y  shortly. 

1964-65  BUDGET 

The  total  operating  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  will  be  $2,  899,  324 
as  compared  v^ith  the  $3,153,578  requested. 

Following  are  the  resxilts  of  three  items  that  would  have  meant 
better  service  to  our  patrons:   The  book  budget  was  cut  from  a  requested 
$440,000  to  $381jl50,    $108,779  was  asked  for  equipment  but  reduced  to 
$36,907,    All  of  the  27  new  jobs  in  the  budget  were  deleted  -  7  clerk-typists ^ 
6  senior  clerk -typists,  4  clerk-stenos,  2  investigators,  2  watchmen,  2 
tabulating  machine  operators,  3  permanent  pages  aiid  an  illustrator  and  art 
de  signer. 

On  the  bright  side,  $82 j  000  was  allowed  to  create  subject  de- 
partmental catalogs  in  the  Main  Library.    The  book  budget  was  increased  by 
$16,150  and  the  McNaughton  Flan  was  extended  to  smaller  branches  by  a 
budget  increase  of  $15,  000. 

In  lieu  of  the  critical  shortage  of  clerical  staff  the  Library  Com- 
mission is  considering  the  idea  of  submitting  a  supplemental  budget  request 
in  September. 

IVJ^IN  LIBRARY  STAFF  BADGES 

Badges,  color  coded  by  department,  are  now  being  worn  by 
employees  in  the  Main  Library,    The  purpose  of  these  badges  is  better  security 
Any  person  found  in  axi  unauthorized  place  and  not  wearing  a  badge  may  now  be 
challenged,

REGISTRATION  DEFARTiviENT 

Re  Official  Bulletin  #2,  dated  June  5,  1964,  Itenn  2,    As  a  result 
of  some  questions  which  have  arisen  regarding  the  procedure,  this 
change  which  eliminates  Guarantor  cards  for  adults  is  outlined  in 
greater  detail: 

2,     Guarantor  cards  are  eliminated  except  for  persons  under 
18  years  of  age.    In  cases  where  an  adult  applicant  claims  he  or  she 
is  a  resident  of  San  Francisco  but  has  no  adequate  identification,  have 
him  address  a  postal  card  to  his  current  address  and  return  with  the 
card  when  received.    This  will  be  accepted  as  proof  of  residence. 
Postal  cards  will  be  supplied  by  the  library  and  postage  paid  by  the 
library.    Card  will  be  mailed  the  following  day. 

"When  the  applicant  brings  in  the  postal  card,  have  him  fill  out 
an  application,  compare  writing  with  postal  card,  note  "F.C."  for 
Postal  Card  on  application  and  initial,  then  destroy  postal  card.  The 
application  then  can  be  included  in  branch  envelope  and  will  be  pro- 
cessed in  the  regular  manner.    A  patron  is  permitted  to  take  out  two 
books  on  the  application. 

Postal  cards  should  be  stamped  "San  Francisco  Public  Library" 
on  the  reverse  side  from  the  address  and  will  be  accepted  as  proof 
of  residence  at  Main  or  Branches, 


Delinquent  accounts  under  $10,  00  will  no  longer  be  cross- 
referenced  with  parent  or  guardian  at  the  Registration.    One  child 
will  not  be  denied  library  privileges  if  another  member  of  the  family 
does  not  have  a  clear  record. 

When  overdue  books  are  received  by  mail,  no  record  will  be 
made  of  fine  due  if  the  amount  is  less  than  $1.  00, 


TECHNICAL  SERVICE&  DEPARTMEN*F" 


There  is  available  in  the  Technical  Services  Department  equip- 
ment for  gathering  pages  of  a  booklet,  etc.  and  for  stapling  thin  book- 
lets, folders  and  lists  of  several  pages.    The  gathering  racks  (3)  will 
each  hold  12  pages  and  by  using  both  hands  in  the  process,  the  time 
for  assembling  many  pages  is  considerably  reduced.    The  foot-powered 
stapler  has  accessories  for  either  saddle- stitching  or  flat-stitching  and 
for  the  use  of  different  size  staples  according  to  thickness  of  booklet. 
An  electric  jogger,  folder  and  perforator  are  also  among  the  multi- 
lith  operator's  equipment.    A  library  page  can  be  instructed  in  the  use 
of  these  mechanical  aido  very  quickly.    If  a  department  or  branch  has 
a  project  of  this  kind,  please  contact  Mr.  Fundis  in  Catalog  Depart- 
ment to  make  arrangements  to  use  the  equipment  there. 

FERSC3NNEL  EVALUATION  FROGRA^.. 

The  Perr'onnel  Department  has  prepared  a  first  draft  of  a 
suggested  detailea  form  to  evaluate  staff  members  within  a  formal 
and  defined  framework.    This  will  be  for  the  pvirpose  of  aiding  ad- 
ministrative reviev/  and  decision,  for  the  maintenance  of  more 
adequate  personnel  records,  and  as  a  tool  to  aid  the  employee  and 
supervisor  through  creation  of  a  more  understanding  work  situation. 
An  evaluation  v^ill  be  made  of  each  person  June  30th  each  year.  A 
joint  evaluation  will  be  made  when  an  employee  has  served  in  differ- 
ent departments  during  the  year.    After  the  overall  rating  is  made, 
it  will  be  discussed  by  the  supervisor  with  the  librarian  and  signed 
by  both.    Another  form  is  being  prepared  to  evaluate  every  non -li- 
brarian employee  one  month  after  entrance  into  Library  service,

The  following  information  on  the  <Sh&nge3  in  th<i  telephone  service 
is  an  example  of  how  this  bulletin  will  cut  down  on  so  mciny  staff  memos, 
etc,  being  printed  and  distributed.  Ordinarily  it  would  have  been  handled 
as  a  separate  project,  but  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  will  be  saved  by 
including  it  here.  Please  keep  this  in  mind  when  you  have  information  of 
interest  to  the  staff.  Send  it  to  the  Public  Relations  Department  by  the 
Thursday  before  the  Bulletin  is  due, 

CENT REX 

Effective  at  the  start  of  business  on  Monday,  July  13,  1964,  the  new 
telephone  installation,  Centrex,  will  be  in  operation.    It  is  anticipated  that 
Centrex  will  provide  better  telephone  service  between  City  and  County 
offices  and  between  these  offices  and  outside  callers. 

Major  features  of  Centrex  of  importauice  to  the  Library's  operations 

1,      Direct  Inward  Dialing  (DID), 

Z,     Elimination  of  night  number  connections,  Main  Library. 

3.  Branch  Libraries  to  be  included  in  the  Centrex  installation, 

4.  Transferring  of  Incoming  Calls, 

Direct  Inward  Dialing,   By  July  13,  or  within  a  few  days  thereafter, 
a  new  City  Hall  telephone  directory  will  be  published  aaid  distributed  con- 
taining all  the  new  Centrex  locals.    These  numbers  will  differ  from  our 
present  locals  primarily  in  the  fact  that  they  v/iU  contain  four  digits  in- 
stead of  the  present  three.    Patrons  or  others  calling  from  outside  need 
add  only  KLondike  8  as  a  prefix  to  the  four  digit  local  to  reach  a  particular 
department  or  office.    These  calls  will  bypass  any  operator.    The  new 
numbers  for  the  public  service  departments  and  branch  libraries  will  also 
be  listed  in  the  new  San  Frsincisco  Telephone  Directory  to  be  distributed 
in  late  August  or  early  September.    Until  that  time  calls  placed  to  the  old 
numbers  will  be  intercepted  automatically  and  the  new  numbers  given  to 
callers. 

Elimination  of  Night  Number  Connections.  At  present,  not  all  Main 
Library  departments  and  offices  have  night  numbers.  Other  departments- 
that  do  have  night  numbers  have  only  one  incoming  line.  These  shortcom- 
ings will  be  eliminated  with  Centrex,  Since  DID  is  possible  at  any  time, 
the  telephones  in  public  service  departments  will  operate  in  the  same  man- 
ner after  5:00  P,  M,  and  on  Saturdays  as  they  do  during  the  other  hours  the 
Library  is  open. 
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Branch  Libraries  to  be  Included  in  the  Cent  rex  Installation,  Ccdls 


between  branches  or  between  Main  Library  departments  and  branches  will 
be  expedited  by  the  Centrex  installation,  since  aJll  branches  will  be  assigned 
four  digit  Centrex  locals.    This  will  eliminate  "outside"  calls  between  our 
own  agencies,  smd  the  calls  will  bypass  any  operator. 

Transferring  Incoming  Calls.  Calls  may  be  transferred  between  Main 
Library  departments  which  have  Call  Director  instruments  installed  using 
the  intercommunication  (COMM)  line  just  as  at  present.    Calls  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  a  department  or  office  without  a  Call  Director,  or  to  a  branch  li- 
brary, will  still  be  transferred  through  the  City  Hall  operator.    The  proce- 
dure for  alerting  the  City  Hall  operator  will  change,  however.    Instead  of 
"flashing"  the  operator  (by  depressing  the  switchhook  several  times),  depress 
the  switchhook  all  the  way  down  just  once  and  release  immediately.  V/hen 
the  operator  answers,  ask  her  to  transfer  the  call  to  the  person  or  depart- 
ment desired. 

Other  Points  of  Information  about  Centrex! 

U  To  call  outside,  listen  for  dial  tone  and  dial  "9",  When  you  hear 
dial  tone  again,  dial  the  number  desired.  Permission  must  still  be  obtained 
for  other  than  local  outside  ceills, 

2,  A  new  "master"  niunber,  KLondike  8-6161,  will  replace  HEmlock 
1-2121  after  July  13,    The  new  telephone  directory  will  contain  a  statement 
that  this  number  should  be  dialed  if  the  caller  needs  assistance  in  contacting 

a  particular  City  department  or  office.    However,  it  will  be  to  your  advantage 
and  will  speed  service,  particularly  for  those  people  who  call  you  regularly 
and  know  your  present  extension,  if  you  will  inform  them  of  your  new  Centrex 
local, 

3,  "Winking"  Hold*    When  an  incoming  call  is  held  by  depressing  the 
Hold  button  on  Main  Library  telephones,  the  light  associated  with  the  held 
line  will  wink  with  the  changeover  to  Centrex,    This  is  a  reminder  that  a 
caller  is  waiting  on  the  held  line.

at  a  rate  approximately  twice  as  fast  as  the  light  signaling  a  new  incoming 
call,  it  is  very  easy  to  distinguish  between  the  two.

The  new  schedule  of  fees  and  charges  goes  into  effect  on  Monday,  February  1, 
DOG  POLICY  SPELLED  OUT 

Mr*  Holman  recently  received  a  request  from  a  patron  for  an  outline  of  Li- 
brary policy  regarding  dogs.  Mrs„  Williams  was  requested  to  research  this 
problem  and  draft  a  reply.  A  portion  of  that  reply  is  reprinted  here  for 
your  information: 
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"In  reply  to  your  request  that  your  dog  be  allowed  to  come  into  the  Library 
with  you,  please  be  advised  that  according  to  the  policy  of  the  Library 
Commission,  no  dogs,  other  than  a  seeing-eye  dog,  are  allowed  into  the  library. 

"I  am  sure  that  you  can  understand  our  problem  —  whereas  your  dog  is  well- 
trained  and  would  lie  quietly  under  the  table  until  such  time  as  you  finished 
your  research,  other  dogs  might  not  be  so  well-behaved.

Mayo::-  Shelley's  recommendations,  increased  the  book  budget  further 
by  $71,350  making  a  total  of  S500,000  for  book  expenditiire  in 
'65-660     This  body  also  approved  eight  of  the  nine  clerical  posi- 
tions re^uectedc 

Many  persons  contributed  to  the  presentation  of  the  library  budget.  Special 
thanks  must  go  to  the  Library  Commission  headed  by  Mrs^  Jo  Henry  Mohr  and 
the  Friends  of  tne  Library  under  the  leadership  of  Mrso  Carl  W,  Stern, 

All  three  daily  newspapers  editorially  supported  increased  funds  for  the  li- 
brary, as  did  radio  station  KCBS.    These,  plus  effective  appearances  at  pub- 
lic hearings  and  an  increased  public  awareness  of  the  library  due  to  ^JLW 
publicity  must  be  acknowledged  as  the  reasons  for  our  success  with  Mayor 
Shelley  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

WESTERN  ADDITION  BRANCH  LIBRARY  GROUND  BREAKING

SELF-CHARGE  AT  THE  MAIN 

Tuesday,  May  l8th  will  see  the  introduction  of  the  Self-Charge  circulation 
system  at  the  Main  Library. . .completing  a  project  that  started  just  over  a 
year  ago  when  Noe  Valley  Branch  begin  a  trial  of  the  system  on  May  7?  196^. 

Any  fair  appraisal  of  the  experience  in  the  past  year  would  have  to  conclude 
that  Self-Charge  is  working  surprisingly  well.    With  all  branches  now  using 
the  system  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  the  Library  has  only  had  about  20  written 
complaints,  including  the  two  recent  letters  to  the  Editor  cf  the  Examiner. 
It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  most  of  these  written  complaints  could  have  been 
avoided  had  some  staff  member  explained  the  new  system  clearly  and  positively. 


Obviously  the  introduction  of  Self-Charge  at  the  Main  will  create  a  number  of 
temporary  problems  and  complaints  from  patrons         can  be  expected  to  be 
greater  than  at  the  branches.     But,  there  is  no  reason  for  any  of  these  prob- 
lems to  become  more  tban  temporary  inconveniences.     Every  staff  member  has 
received  a  complete  briefing  on  the  new  procedures.     Explanatory  materials 
will  be  in  goo'i  supply  and  all  of  us  will  have  to  be  on  our  toes  to  see  that 
patrons  are  gi'""en  the  proper  assistance. 

Self-Charge  will  be  an  accomplished  fact  in  a  short  time  and  the  benefits  of 
the  system,  already  proven  in  the  branches,  will  apply  throughout  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Library. 

NLW  SUCCESS 

It  seems  rather  useless  to  point  out  that  NLW  was  a  huge  success.    Almost  all 
members  of  the  staff  had  some  part  in  the  activities  and  they  don't  need  to 
be  told,    Mrs.  Gamble  and  the  "Friends"  did  a  truly  outstanding  job,  Mrs, 
Hintereder  and  the  staff  also  made  important  contributions.

There  will  never  be  all  the  money  we  need  and  want  for  operation  of  the 
Library,  but  two  important  steps  have  been  taken  in  recent  days. 

As  has  been  reported  in  the  daily  papers,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  added 
over  $70,000  to  the  book  budget  and  the  total  increase  in  dollars  to  spend 
for  books  will  be  $118,  850  in  the  coming  year.    This  should  be  of  major 
assistance  in  enriching  the  book  stock.    Eight  new  clerical  positions 
were  added^  but  the  overdue  books  investigator  was  again  deleted.  The 
total  1965-66  operating  budget  will  be  $3,069,964,  an  increase  of 
$187,703  over  this  year. 

Just  as  we  go  to  press,  word  comes  from  Sacramento  that  the  California 
State  Library  has  approved  a  grant  of  $60,456  under  the  Public  Library 
Development  Act  to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library.    These  funds  will 
be  used  for  added  reference  and  research  materials,  business,  technical 
and  science  periodicals  and  increased  clerical  staff. 

While  the  millennium  is  not  upon  us  yet,  recent  events  prove  that  when 
you  demonstrate  progress  and  plans  for  further  improvements,  funds  can 
be  found. 

GIFTS 

SFPL  recently  received  a  gift  of  over  800  volumes  of  literature,  history, 
biography  and  philosophy  from  Mr.  Max  Koeppe.    Included  are  many  out 
of  print  items  that  will  prove  important  additions  to  our  holdings  and  a 
number  of  fine  press  books.    Among  the  latter  are  two  early  Bruce  Rogers 
items,  printed  at  the  Riverside  Press  in  Cambridge,  the  Journal  of  a 
Voyage  to  Lisbon  by  Fielding,  and  Southey's  Tour  in  the  Netherlands.

fiscal  year  is  nearing  an  end  some  of  the  figures  should  be  of 

interest: 

The  library  now  has  a  book  collection  of  1,008.935  volumes  !  !  ! 
V/hile  this  is  certainly  a  milestone  in  our  growth,  public  celebration  of 
this  fact  will  be  held  to  a  minimum.    It  seems  somewhat  inappr'jprli'.to 
to  proclaim  book  poverty  one  day  in  order  to  obtain  an  increased  bo^k 
budget  and  then  to  turn  around  and  brag  that  we  have  more  than  a 
million  volumes  a  short  time  later.    It  is  important  to  us  that  we  need 
at  least  500,  000  more  books  to  meet  minimum  ALA  service  standards, 
but  to  the  general  public  holding  one  million  volumes  might  well  seem 
to  be  a  great  sufficiency. 

Other  figures:  531,387  volumes  now  in  the  lv..ain;  85,204  volumes 
added  during  fiscal  1964-65;  curcuiation  last  year  was  3,  400,476. 

Of  special  interest  is  the  fact  that  SFFL  handled  1,  071,48  0 
reference  inquiries  last  year.    The  last  time  these  figures  were  com- 
piled (fiscal  1961-62)  the  number  was  only  560,179.    Main  Library

CITY  AID  FOR  SCHOOLING  AVAILABLE 

On  August  19th,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  adopted  a  nev/  rule: 
31,4  -  Employee  Training  Reimbursement  Program;  which  may  apply  to 
Library  personnel  seeking  further  education. 

The  rule  provides  50 /o  reimbursement  to  qualified  employees  who  take 
courses  to  prepare  for  promotion,  and  lOO/o  reimbursement  if  the  training 
is  to  improve  an  employee  in  his  present  job  duties.    Actual  payments 
for  tuition  would  be  paid  after  the  employee  had  actually  completed  a  class 
successfully.    In  return  for  this  aid,  the  employee  is  obligated  to  remain  in 
the  employ  of  the  City  for  a  period  of  two  years  after  completion  of  the 
course.    Otherwise,  the  funds  would  have  to  be  repaid.    Any  employee  who 
holds  a  permanent  full  time  position  and  who  has  worked  one  year  of 
continuous  permanent  service  is  eligible  to  apply, 

A  call  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  produced  the  opinion  that 
Libraricins  who  wished  to  take  extension  classes  in  Library  Science  wovild 
qualify  under  this  program.    Further  information  and  applications  are 
available  in  the  Personnel  Office  or  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission.

It  offers  a  thorough  discussion 
of  the  potentialities  and  limitations  of  computers  for  library  applica- 
tions.   In  a  general  treatment  of  the  whole  library  system  as  it  may  be 
in  the  future  ,the  computer  at  once  demonstrates  its  usefulness  as  a 
device  for  ease  of  transmission  of  knowledge,  for  speed,  and  for  allow- 
ing independence  of  work.    A  summary  of  the  project's  research  on  the 
use  of  computers  in  specialized  library  functions  is  included  in  the 
second  half  of  the  book.

All  Library  staff  members  should  take  an  interest  in  Proposition  C 
on  the  November  ballot.     This  proposal  would  authorize  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors to  set  city  employee  retirement  benef its ...  just  as  the  Board  now 
sets  wages,  working  conditions  and  other  employee  benefits. 

At  present  any  improvement  in  our  retirement  benefits  must  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  general  public  voting  in  a  city-v/ide 
election.    Because  it  is  difficult  to  sell  a  complex  retirement  proposal 
to  the  general  voting  public .. .city  employees  have  not  had  an  increase 
in  their  retirement  benefits  since  19^8. 

Retirement  benefits  should  not  be  the  subject  of  sloganeering 
political  campaigns.     In  the  past,  city  employees  have  donated  large 
sums  of  money  voluntarily  to  support  campaigns  for  better  retirement 
benefits  only  to  lose  the  campaign.     (Some  people  think  that  ballot 
proposals  should  concern  broad  policy  decisions  and  that  details  and 
specifics  are  the  province  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.) 

In  any  event,  those  covered  by  State  Civil  Service  don't  have  to 
go  to  a  vote  of  the  people  to  get  retirement  realignments ... .those  in 
Federal  Civil  Service  don't  need  a  national  vote  to  change  their  re- 
tirement benefits.     No  other  county  in  California  requires  this  cumber- 
some procedure, 

San  Francisco  employees  receive  retirement  benefits  substantially 
lower  than  those  granted  in  other  California  cities  and  counties. 

For  all  of  the  above  reasons  it  behooves  Library  staff  members  to 
assist  in  the  campaign  for  YES  ON  C.    Your  dollars  will  help  carry  the 
campaign.    Make  sure  your  relatives  and  friends  understand  this  proposal 
and  get  out  to  VOTE  YES  ON  C  on  November  2.

Shelley  on  November  22  the  Library  can  now  legally  print  and 

sell  the  note  cards  that  were  introduced  last  Summer  as  long  as 

we  collect  the  State  Sales  Tax  and  pay  the  amount  collected  into 
Account  No.  I9-6O3887. 

All  of  which  leads  one  to  believe  that  we  can  now  sell  note 
cards  but  that  things  have  become  a  little  complicated .  Too,  Too,
